position toward said first position is a compression spring 
di spo sed between said piston extension and said end closure. 


17. (Amended) A pneumatically driven electric power generator 
according to claim [1] 16 wherein said rectifier is a full bridge 
rectifier to supply DC electric power whenever a net flux through 
said at least one electric coil is changing. 

18. (Amended) A pneumatically driven electric power generator 
/according to claim [l] 6 wherein said magnetic moment associated 

with said piston is provided by a magnet attached to at least one 
of said piston and said piston extension. 

19. (Amended) A pneumatically driven electric power generator 
according to claim [1] 6 wherein said magnetic moment associated 
with said piston is provided by forming at least one of said piston 
and said piston extension of a material having a magnetic moment. 


REMARKS 

in regard to claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, the 
examiner stated: 

"Claims 12 and 17 to 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation 7 said spring' in line 12. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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
